It has 
been some 26 years since I left Scotland and I found things had not 
changed much. 

I found the bzothers and sisters that I left at that time, on'y 
saplings, now grown to manhood and womanhood and carrying on 
large farms; some of them had a silver touch to their hair tkat has 
been brought on by hard work, hewing their way along life’s path- 
way in a steady, old-fashioned way, possibly not using thcir leads 
-s much as their hands, as it is customary for the Scotch to hang 
on to the ways of our fathers. However, they will probably change 
some of their methods in ; 
the next few years, and 
conform to more modern 
ways of farming, as the 
help question will have to 
be considered. Farm la- 
bor has become unionized 
and works but eiglt hours 
a day, with a half holiday 
each week, so they will 
have to manage more 
acres with less hands and 
use more modern machin- 
ery. They can accomplish 
this as we have had to do 
for the past few years. 
However, they are conten- 
ted and are making mon- 
ey, especially sinee the 
close of the war. Prices 
of farm products have ad- 
vanced materially, also 
the price of livestock and 
so far they aye all going 
along in a free and easy 
way. 

I was very much in- 


i was highly impressed with 
the class of cattle that was of- 
fered for sale at Perth and although I have said at the beginning 
of this letter that the Scotch people go along in an easy way and 
take the time that is necessary to do things right. they do not 
sand much time in the selling of their cattle and make us on this 
side look sick in a sale ring. They disposed of some 600 head, or 
a little over, in two days. There was no time spent in a preliminary 
‘alk before the sale and premptly at 9 o’clock, the first animal to 
be disposed of was in the ring and immediately the auctioneer’s 
“What am I bid for this one?” 


And away they went. I do not believe that there was over an 
average of two minutes 


spent on each animal, un- 
less it was a first prize 
winner that took the nec- 
essary time to run up into 
the hundreds of pounds 
and then it was not grant- 
ed any more time than 
was needed to get the re- 
quired bids. Each buyer 
had to be ready to get in 
his bids and on time, or 
he lost out. They dis- 
posed of about 400 bulls, 
some good, some not as 
good and the most of them 
were retained in that little 
country. A few went to 
Argentina, a few to Eng- 
land, also Ireland was in- 
cluded, but very little sup- 
port from this country on 
account of the ports being 
closed against Great Brit- 
ain. 


I wondered what 
would happen if we had 
the same number to dis- 


terested in the different 
localities I visited to find 
so many farmer-breeders 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
Some did not have pure- 
bred herds but a great many seemed to think that they could not 
get along without a good Aberdeen-Angus bull to produce the right 
kind of a feeder for them from their common cows. In certain 
sections there are a lot of wonderful pure-bred herds and as they 
have had the advantage of us in having a type of their own and 
holding to it, others holding to the types that create a demand, 
which are, | might say, somewhat different from ours. Their cows 
appeared to me to be larger but I would say a little unstanding, 
with clean-cut heads, much finer bone and a quality to the touch 
that we don’t seem to have. I attribute this to their method of 
fceding, as they seldom feed anything but oats as their grain ration. 
Some feed barley and with the abundance of turnips, produce a 
quality of flesh that is like velvet when you handle it. On the other

The combination is hard to 
beat and they work hard to make 
the most from their ventures. It 
is a case where the Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle are paying for an Iowa 
farm. The Aberdeen-Angus are the 
only cattle Mr. Mommson cares to 
have on his place. When he start- 
ed farming for himself he chose 
the “doddies” and has stuck to them ever since, as they have shown 
their ability to take on gains at relatively lowest cost and have 
proven the best money makers from the feeders’ standpoint. 

Mr. Mommson has the reputation of being one of the best feed- 
ers in Iowa. When he takes a load of cattle in hand he makes it a 
point to do a good job of finishing them. He curries his cattle reg- 
ularly. It is his contention that currying saves feed for horses and 
should do the same for cattle. He has found this keeps the cattle 
in better condition. Their coat is smooth at marketing time and 
the high finish of the cattle stands out. It is a few little extra 
points like this that Mr. 
Mommson puts in his

Mommson said, “I prefer 
the Angus as feedcrs be- 
cause they have the quali- 
ty.

As 
a rule the Aberdeen-An- 
gus are straight bred and 
generally sired by a good 
bull. They are uniform in 
color and have the quali- 
ty which makes them de- 
sirable.”

He is always gentle 
with his cattle, keeping 
them tame and friendly. 
He is able to walk among 
the stock, currying them 
and cleaning them any 
time without causing them 
to become excited and run 
away from the feed. This 
in his estimation is valu- 
able, as the cattle being 
contented make the maxi- 
mum gains. He has no 
trouble keeping hired help 
on his place as his men 
state he is a good man to 
work for and because of 
this he gets good work 
from his men in return. 


were kept three months. 
During their stay on the 
pasture they gained 150 
pounds per head. These 
cheap gains pleased the : 
owner, as it went a long way in cutting the cost of production. 
“They made good gains and growth while on pasture,” said Mr. 


Mommson. “When the cattle were purchased they did not have 
their full growth. They carried some fat but I wanted them to 
have size. The run on pasture gave me both and the Aberdeen- 


Angus cattle displayed their superiority in this manner. They 
fairlv stretched out, growing and gaining weight at the same time.” 

After running on pasture for three months the cattle were put 
in the feed lot. Here they received a ration of corn, oil meal, oats, 
alfalfa meal and clover hay. The cattle were fed aboyt one-half 
bushel of corn per day, receiving it in two feeds. Mr. Mommson 
does not believe in feeding three times a day as some feeders ad- 
vocate but has had better results by feeding in the morning and 
evening only. To the nineteen cattle he fed fifty pounds of oil 
meal daily, about one bushel of oats and twenty-five to thirty 
pounds of alfalfa meal. 

The alfalfa meal was fed to give the cattle an appetite. For 
a while they did not eat as much corn as he expected they should 
and to stimulate their appetite he gave the meal. He found.it did 
the work and later on the cattle took to the corn in a better manner 
and the results at the close of the feeding period showed good 
gains. The cattle were in the feed lot 135 days. When he pur- 
chased the cattle they averaged 914 pounds and when sold they 
went over the scales averaging 1870 pounds, showing a gain of 465 
pounds. Mr. Mommson was highly pleased with the gains made 
as much of the weight was put on at a low cost while running on 
pasture. This he said went a long way in cutting the cost when put 
in the feed lot. 

Mr. Mommson has been feeding cattle all his life, being born 
and raised on a farm. He inherited the cattle feeding traits from 


his father, who also had been a farmer and feeder practically all 


his life. His wife is also a cattle feeder, she being able to super- 
vise the work as well as he. They both have the same interests at 
heart and this is to make enough from cattle feeding to pay for the

“The Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle are paying for my 
farm,” said Mr. Mommson. 
“T chose that breed of cat- 
tle because they are the 
best doers in the teed lot. My years of cattle feeding experience 
has taught me this. I have found them better than other breeds. 
I aim to get this breed of cattle each year. I know they have the 
breeding back of them. With plenty of good blood in their veins, 
they have the quality upon which to build fat. When properly fed 
they make the most desirable market cattle. I have topped the 
market enough times to know this. The cattle are the primary 
factor in the business, however, the feeder must know his work and 
give them the attention that will bring out the finish and the price 
at marketing time will take care of itself. 

“A few days prior to marketing this load of cattle,” continued 
Mr. Mommson, “I wrote my commission firm to buy a load of cattle 
for me. I was disappointed when I learned what they had purchased. 
I wanted them to get me a load of Aberdeen-Angus, like I have al- 
ways had in the past. But they advised me they were unable to 
secure them as the supplies were short. I suppose men in the coun- 
try who have such a grade of cattle at this time of the year want to 
hold on to them for their own feed lot. Well, I had to take a load 
of another breed although I am not in favor of handling anything 
else but the Aberdeen-Angus. 

“The load of cattle recently purchased will be put into the feed 
lot immediately, getting a ration similar to that fed the load which I 
sold. They will be returned to the market about July 1st. During 
July and August I do not have cattle in the lot, for I have the lot 
empty during the extreme heat and fly time. But about the end of 
August I start looking for cattle again and the next time you can 
be assured I will get Aberdeen-Angus to be handled during the win- 
ter months.” ; 

This feeder has had the experience that makes it possible for 
him to decide the breed of cattle that will bring best results in the 
feed lot. He has tried the various breeds and now can see nothing 
but the Aberdeen-Angus.

Since the Pilgrim Fathers land- 
ed at Plymouth and began discuss- 
ing the problem of agriculture with 
the Indians, no season goes by with- 
out widespread discussion in the 
Farm Press, the daily and weekly 
local papers, the Grange and cross- 
road circle around the country store 
stove of What is the best crop? 


Boys and Girls First Crop 


Fertilizers are only an incident, seed is one factor, rotation of 
crops is a method, beef or dairy farming a matter of local conditions, 
but, in my opinion, the crop that must be raised, conserved and kept 
on the farm is CHILDREN—the boys and girls—and our whole aim 
should be to make their home life so pleasant, profitable and inter- 
esting that the boys will stay with us. 

All think, and practically all of us will admit, that the present 
methods have failed, and in failing have pulled the agricultural con- 
ditions down to their lowest ebb. The farms of Maine are going 
back to nature. Farm life as conducted at the present time is not 
attractive to the boys and girls. They are leaving for the city and 
other industries, thinking they are bettering themselves. 

Are we doing all we can to stop this movement? Let’s analyze 
the situation, ask ourselves some questions and perhaps get at some 
of the reasons, and then possibly we can find some remedies. 


Ourselves to Blame for Conditions 


Now, first of all, are we not ourselves to blame in taking the at- 
titude that New England as a farming location is licked? This may 
have been true thirty years ago when butter was 20 to 30 cents a 
pound, eggs 15 to 20 cents a dozen, pork 6 to 7 cents, beef 4 to 6 
cents, milk 20 to 30 cents for an 8% quart can. 

Now in those days it took just as much of your time to get the 
winter’s wood, to go to market; in fact, it took a lot more time to 
go to the city than it does today in the Ford. If you wanted to get 
word to your neighbor, the only way was to drive over; now you 
telephone. ; 

Farms were selling much higher then than today. 
not the opportunity to se- 
cure more cleared land at 
the favorable prices it can 
be obtained today, and still 
some of us—too many of 
us—are talking that farm- 
ing does not pay, and we 
are educating our boys and 
girls ina pessimistic at- 
mosphere. Some of this Is 
an excuse for lessened ef- 
fort, an excuse for not hav- 
ing made more progress; 
in fact, we have lain down 
on our jobs. We are slip- 
ping! a 
We have been ra‘sing 
milk and cream on a farm 
better adapted to beef or 
sheep. We _ have raised 
hay and sold it, when we 
should have raised live 
stock. We have raised 
horses, when we should 
have raised steers. ; 

Perhaps these descrip- 
tions do not fit your case, 
but it does not matter 
much whether they do or 
not, for the water has gone 
under the bridge anyway

following account of the an- 
ia cade shows and sales of the 
Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society at 
Perth and Aberdeen, in Scotland, is

Messrs. Macdonald, Fraser & Co. (Ltd.) began 
their annual show and sale of Aberdeen-Angus stock 
at Perth this week. A new feature was putting the 
judging through today, and thus allowing the sale 
to start free on Tuesday morning. 

As this morning waned the clouds were chased 
away, and the air, though decidedly snell, was fresh 
and, fortunately, dry. The devoting of one day to 
the judging gives ample time for all those interested 
to examine the exhibits closely. The entries total 
291 bulls and 233 cows and heifers. The judges were 
Messr’s James Bediie, Banks, Strichen; C. F. Tul- 
loch, Braevail, Lethen, Nairn; Geo. Duff, Towiemore, 
Keith; and Patrick Strachan, East Town, Tarland. 
The two first-named commenced with the males, and 
the two latter judged the females. Judging com- 
menced promptly at 12 noon in the street outside the 


auction mar. 


Females. 


The first class was for heifers calved on or after 
1st December, 1917, and before 1st December, 1918, 
and a good leader was found in the Blackbird, Blanche 
Il. of the Dell, shown by Mr. Wm. Grant, The Dell, 
Aviemore. Standing on small bones, she is well 
ribbed, with a sweet feminine head, but, if anything, 
is too high from the ground. Second to her stood a 
Georgina, owned by Mr. C. F. Tulloch, Braevail, 
‘Lethen. She is a thick, blocky heifer, perhaps a 
trifle weak around the heart. The third winner, 
owned by Mr. Jas. D. Cameron, Kirkton, Golspie, and 
named Miss Burgess XIII. of Kirkton. lacked the 
quality behind of the two leaders. A narrower Miss 
Burgess, shown by Mr. Charles G. Robertson, Tul- 
lochgribban, Grantown-on-Spey, got the fourth ticket, 
and the Erica, Etolia of Ruthven, was fifth. The 


last is owned by Mr. D. MacRae, Ruthven, Kingussie.- 


Yearling Heifers. 


The yearling heifers were of outstanding merit, 
and the leader would te hard to keat in any com- 
pany. She was shown by Mr. D. M. Allan, Ballin- 
tomb, Grantown-on-Spey, and is a Pride of Mulben 
got by Prince Bluebloud of Ballindalloch out of Pinky 
Pride V., full sister to the Doonholm stud bull Planet 
of Duthil. It would be hard to find fault with her. 
She possesses a beautifully feminine head, level well- 
sprung and deep body, is finely boned, and an ex- 
cellent toucher. The second, shown by Mr. John S. 
Grant, Easter Gallovie, Grantown-on-Spey, is rather 
bigger, but lacks the completeness of the top line of 
the winner. She is an Erica of the Enchantress 
branch. Mr. P. D. Robertson, Castlecraig, Nigz, 
Ross-shire, was third with a Miss Burgess, Beaming 
Maid of Castlecraig, which gave a little away behind 
the shoulder but otherwise was very level. The fourth 
winner came from the herd at Tullochgribban, and 
is named Blighty, a rather leggy Miss Burgess. The 
fifth was a rather small and narrow Erica named 
Araminta of Clury, and shown by Mr. B. M. Stokes, 
Clury, Dulnain Bridge. 


The oldest class of bulls was not noteworthy in 
any respect. It was, however, well led by Pamdale, 
the three-year-old Pride of Aberdeen by the gooa 
bull Boyero. Up to a good size, he is evenly fleshed. 
well and deeply ribbed. He was shown by Sir John 
Stewart Clark of Dundas, Bart., and was bred at 
Mains of Edzell. Second came the great show bull 
Glorious of Eshott (30617), shown from the Castle- 
craig herd. Despite“his rising ten, he looked fresh 
and there was no sign of patchiness. A Bleaton-bred 
bull was shown by Mr. Wm. Shaw Adamson of Care-

ston Castle, Brechin, in the third winner, Exylon of 
Bleaton and Mr. John C. Grant, Garvault, Advie, was 
fourth with the Erica, Edict of Garvault (43289). 


December, 1918, Calves 


The December, 1918, calves formed a very good 
class, and a good leader was found in Everest of 
Bleaton (45862), owned by Messrs. Marshall & Mit- 
chell, Bleaton, Blairgowrie. He is by Baron Beau- 
ford (35480), the sire of the Highland and Royal 
champion Etrurian of Bleaton, and is out of Estha 
of Bleaton (49362), the dam of Everest of Bleaton 
which was champion at the leading American shows 
in 1918. Everest of Bleaton is up to a large size, 
and although noticeably good in all points he is 
faultless in his hindquarters and tail-head. Sir George 
Macpherson Grant, Bart., of Ballindalloch, was sec- 
ond with the Georgina, Glorious of Ballindalloch 
(46005), got by the champion Junior Eric out of 
Glory of Ballindalloch (45495). Of a lighter make, 
this bu!l lacks the spring of rib of the leader. Mr. 
D. M. Allan had a good third in Quartern (46828), a 
very compact bull, but lacking in depth. He is by 
Prince Blueblood of Ballindalloch out 6f the Duchess 
of Westerton cow Quarto, which in her day won first 
prize at the Dublin Show. The fourth place was tak- 
en by Mr. D. Dean, Achvochkie, Advie, Strathspey, 
with Juno of Achvochkie, a Jilt which gave away 
points on his top line and tail-head. Mr. John N. 
Rae, Mounthooly, Rosehearty, Fraserburgh, was fifth 
with another Jilt in Jitomax (46162), which was rath- 
er wanting in his middle. 


January Bull Calves 


The January, 1919, calves formed quite a good 
class, and a leader was found from the redoubtable 
herd at Harviestoun Castle, owned by Mr. J. Ernest 
Kerr. Elcho of Harviestoun (45547) is by that sire 
of high-priced bulls, Jason of Ba!lindalloch (38048), 
and is out of Eumona, the dam of the highest priced 
bull of his year, Escort of Harviestoun. Elcho is a 
beautiful model, well ribbed, thick, and a good toucher. 
The Ballindalloch herd supplied the second winner in 
Ec'intus of Ballindalloch (45479), by the Highland 
winner, Evilesco, out of the Erica cow Evening 
Eclipse. This bull seemed rather slack behind the 
shoulder. 

Mr. James Kennedy, of Doonholm, Ayr, was third 
with Elaborator of Doonholm (45536) got by the Royal 
winner, Matador of Bywell, and out of Elfleda, the 
first 2-year-old heifer at the Manchester Royal and a 
daughter of the frequent winner Ellen Terry (40745). 
Elaborator is a good thick bull, good spring of rib and 
deep. The fourth prize-winner comes from the herd 
of Mr. Walter Wilson, Inchgower, Buckie. This was 
Bandsman of Inchgower, a thick, blocky Miss Bur- 
gess,but not so good behind. A neat, attractive bull 
with a most exce!lent coat came into the fifth place, 
and some would have liked to see him in a higher 
position. He is named Proud George of Aberlour 
(46789), and comes from Sir John Ritchie Findlay’s 
herd. He is by the good bull George R. of Ballindal- 
loch (30611). Mr. D. M. Allan was sixth with Master 
Bummer (46346), a Miss Burgess, got by Prince Blue- 
b'ood of Ballindalloch, which seems to have done un- 
commonly well at Ballintomb. Master Bummer was 
not so fine of type as the others. 


February Bull Calves 


The February calves were judged by Messrs. 
Stratehan and Duff, and the quality of the exhibits 
was such that a considerable time elapsed before the 
lots were p'aced. Mr. R. M. Reid, of Tillyrie, Milna- 
thort, led with a deep, thick youngster, with a beauti- 


ful coat, Proud Effort of Tillyrie, by Erosador 
(39490) out of the Pride of Aberdeen dam, 
Pretty Pride (54053). Messrs. J. & W. G. 
Macpherson, Mulben, Keith, were second with 
Mulben Parthian (46411) got by Prince Blando 
of Ballindalloch (40283) out of Pride of Mul- 
ben XLV. (56729). He lacked the finished 
middle of the leader. From the herd of Captain J. 
H. Greer, Curragh Grange, The Curragh, Co. Kildare, 
came the third winner in Pioneer of Curragh (46590), 
a rather poorly ribbed Pride of Aberdeen. The fourth 
prize-winner, Prince of Silence (46722), from Inch- 
gower, is another Pride of Aberdeen, rather coarsely 
framed. From the famous herd at The Burn, Edzell, 
the trustees of the late Col. M’Inroy showed Veran, an 
Erica of the Ella branch, and showing good level 
lines which were marred by narrowness. Mr. J. E. 
Kerr was sixth with Prince of Pravia (46718) by Jason 
of Ballindalloch out of the Pride of Aberdeen cow, 
Pride of Pless. Behind the shoulders was his weak 
point. The same owner was next in order of merit 
with Edgcott of Harviestoun (45502), an Erica of the 
Enchantress line. 


March Bull Calves 


The March calves were as good a class as has 
been seen at Perth for some time, and the leader was 
of exceptional merit. It was a triumph for the 
younger school of breeders when the first prize was 
awarded to Mr. John N. Rae, Mounthooly, for Georgia 
(45991). He is by Equita of Ballindalloch (41407) 
out of Graceful II. of Craighead, and is a splendid 
type of the breed. A good masculine head, a well- 
fitting neck, deep -wel!-sprung body, finished tail- 
head, well boned, and touching as the best, he was a 
worthy leader. Mr. John A. Grant, West Rarichie, 
Nigg Station, was second with Victor of Rarichie 
(407073), a thick, blocky youngster by Jacinello of 
Castlecraig (41751) out of the Village Bell cow, Vil- 
‘age Era (60587). The third prize-winner, Exbert, 
comes from the herd of Mr. David P. Elliot, Nisbet 
Hill, Duns. An Erica of the Enchantress branch, he 
is rather slack behind the shoulder. Ballindalloch herd 
supplied the holder of the next place in Ever of Ba!- 
lindalloch (45875). got by the Highland winner, Elorus 
of Ballindalloch (41330) out of the Eisa Erica cow 
Evolo (52515). This bull is particularly good in his 
hindquarters, but rather weak in front. The Harvies- 
toun herd added to its triumps by securing the fifth 
place with Prince of Taiella (46725) got by Jason out 
of Pride of Tana (49184). 


April Bull Calves 


In no class was there less difference between the 
first and second than in the April calves. So much 
so, that the first pair of judgse, Messrs. Beddie and 
Tul'och, gave place to Messrs. Strachan and Duff be- 
fore the decision was reached. After much parley, the 
award was given to Mr. Gordon R. Shiach, of Rose- 
brae, Elgin, for Everdel, got by the great prize- win- 
ning Everard II. of Maisemore, out of Electress Erica 
(56412), which has no fewer than three top crosses of 
the famous bull Delamere. Bigger than the second, 
but to severe critics less level, he was given the place 
in preference to the older, but smatler, Black Knight 
of Auchterarder (45102), a Blackbird of singularly 
pleasing outline. by the Kinermony-bred Evmar 
(41558), out of the Perth 1916 first-prize cow Black- 
bird V. of Braevail. Black Knight is a very nicely 
formed youngster. Eurolus of Ballinda!loch was third. 
He is got by Elorsu out of the Eisa Erica cow Eurica 
(50786), and is bigger, but does not meet one well. 
The Earl of Rosebery and Midlothian, K. G., K. T., of 
Dalmeny House, Edinburgh, was fourth with the level, 
true Blackbird, Black Monarch of Da!meny (45109), 
which the Edinburgh students recently adjudged to 
be the best of the youngsters at Dalmeny. He was in 
very good company today. From Bleaton came the 
fifth prize-winner, Eristic of Bleaton, got by Baron 
Beauford, out of a cow of the Enchantress branch of 
the Ericas. 
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Groups 


For the silver challenge cup for the group of 
three, bulls there were four entrants from the herds 
at Harviestoun Castle, Bal'indalloch, Bleaton, and 
Mounthooly. The Ballindalloch group, consisting of 
the third prize April calf, the second prize January 
calf, and the second prize December calf, gained the 
award, with the Harviestoun group of the fifth prize 
March calf, the sixth prize February calf, and the 
first prize January ca!f reserve. 

Championships 

The four judges participated in the placing of the 
champion awards. The Breeders’ Champion Challenge 
Cup for the best Aberdeen-Angus bull not exceeding 
21% years old, bred by exhibitor, resolved itself into a 
struggle between the first prize January calf from 
Harviestoun and the first prize March calf from 
Mounthooly. Between the two there was litt'e to pick 
_and choose. As they stood their points were equal, 
but the difference in age eventually swayed the bal- 
ance in favour of the Mounthooly calf Georgia. This 
is indeed a triumph for such a young breeder as Mr. 
John N. Rae. The Mounthooly bull was also awarded 
the Aberdeen-Angus Society’s medal for the best bu'l 
exhibited, beating Sir John Stewart Clark’s Pamdale. 
For the supreme championship and the Argentine Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association medal there was 
again a tussle between the Mounthooly bull and the 
Ballintomb winning heifer Pinky Prde II. of Ballin- 
tomb. The bul! got the award, but the surrounding 
ring of spectators seemed to be in two minds. The 
more perfect finish of the heifer was hard to beat, 
but the judges finally gave the award to the bull, and 
their decision seemed to carry with it the opinion of 
the majority. 


THE SALES 
Record Prices for Females 
Perth, Tuesday. 

Walking round the stalls prior to the commence- 
ment of the sales, the general feeling was one of ex- 
pectancy, but even the wildest estimates did not come 
within measurab!e distance of the reality. The audi- 
torium was packed when Mr. Harry Fraser com- 

menced selling at 9 a. m. prompt. 

Two-Year-Old Heifers 


The bidders cautiously felt their way to the tone 
of the market, and the first respectable figure was 
100 gs. paid by Major Brassey, Apethorpe Hall, for 
an Erica from Braevail of Leithen. The Braevail herd 
did uncommonly well right through the class with an 
exce'lent lot of ten, which averaged £280 2s 10d. Mr. 
C. F. Tulloch’s highest prices were 400 gs. paid by Mr. 
F. L. Wallace, Candacraig, for the second prize heifer, 
a Georgina of good quality; and 500 gs. for another 
Georgina, Graceful IV. of Craighead, which was se- 
cured by Mr. Charles Penny, Skillymarno. His other 
prices ranged from 98 gs. to 360 gs. Considering the 
number of the lots, and the fact that they were all 
of a similar age, it was a noteworthy exhibition from 
one herd. The first prize heifer, owned by Mr. Wm. 
Grant, The Del!, Aviemore, caught on a rising market 
with a bound, and bids were keen. Eventually this 
choice Blackbird fell to Mr. A. Cochrane, Parkhead, 
Alyth, at 950 gs., amidst rousing cheers. Mr. M’Beth, 
Dunira, Crieff, was runner-up. This spirited bid de- 
cided the market, and a feeling of security was at- 
tained. Mr. Chas. G. Robertson, Tullochgribban, 
Grantown-on-Spey, sold his fourth prize-winning Miss 
Burgess to Mr. M’Beth for 360 gs., and a Jilt for 220 
gs. to Mrs. Brodie, Lethen. Lord Forteviot of Dup- 
plin paid 240 gs. for the fifth prize Enchantress Erica, 
from Mr. Duncan MacRae’s herd at Ruthven, Kingus- 
sie, and Major Brassey paid 350 gs. for a Jilt from 
Mr. James Tu!loch, Mains of Movness, Nairn. The 
third prize heifer, a Miss Burgess, from Kirkton, went 
at 150 gs. to Mr. A. T. Watts, Broadmeadows, Hutton, 
Berwick, and Mr. M’Beth made sure work of the nex: 
heifer from The Dell by bidding to 220 gs. The sixih 
prize heifer from Mains 6f Dalvey went at 62 gs., and 
again Mr. M’Beth, after good bidding, secured another 
Georgina from The Dell for 36 gs. The Dell con- 
tingent of four averaged £423 18s 9d. The best of a 
lerge consignment from the Earl of Bessborough, Co. 
Kilkenny, a Blackbird of real promise, went to Mr. 
A. T. Reid, Auchterarder House, for 270 gs. Despite 


the large offering in this class, the average is up by 


no less than £31, a striking tribute to the skilful man- 
agement of Mr. Wm. Mitchell. 


Yearling Heifers 


The two-year-olds having thus passed with credit, 
there was no doubt that the records established last 
year for yearlings would be completely overshadowed. 
Despite the magnitude of the bids, there was a sus- 
picion of dragging in the auction, doubtless due to the 
reversal of ideas regarding prices in the minds of the 
breeders. The sale gradual'y worked up to the as- 
tonishing figure of 1300 gs., paid by Mr. F. L. Wal- 
lace, of Candacraig, for the great quality first prize 
heifer, and reserve cnampion shown by Mr. D. M. AI- 
lan, Ballintomb. Amongst the bidders were Mr. Nor- 
man P. Donaldson, Lettre Cottage, Killearn; Mr. 
Wallace and Mr. Penny, Ski'lymarno, and loud and 
deep were the cheers when the popular laird of Can- 
cacraig and Balcairn established the new record for 
an Aberdeen-Angus yearling heifer. From Ballintomb 
also came a Jilt, which went to The Dell for 320 gs. ; 
a Georgina to Halbeath at 380 gs.; a B'ackbird to Mr. 
Watson, Felton, Northumberland, at 260 ys.; and a 
Miss Burgess to Mr. Chapman, Slackadale, at 380 gs. 

a great average of £556 10s for five head. Another 
notable number of exhibits was shown by Mr. P. D. 
Robertson, Castlecraig, Nigg, Ross-shire. His third 
prize heifer, a Miss Burgess, was secured by Mr. F. 
T,, Wallace at 1000 gs. Mr. M‘Beth and Mr. T. L. 
Anderson, Damside, were runners-up. <A beautiful 
Jilt went to Mr. M‘Beth for 580 ys.; another Jilt 
went to Lord Forteviot for 450 gs.; and a Miss 
Burgess went to The Dell at 400 gs. The Cast'ecrai¢ 
offering of seven averaged £455 5s.

NEW COMPANY TO EXPORT PURE-BREDS: 
OUTLET FOR GOOD CATTLE ENLARGED. 


The organization of a Pan-American trading company to ex- 
port pure-bred livestock from the U. S. to Brazil and to import 
coffees and other Brazilian products offers a new and wider ex- 
port field for good cattle. The fact that two former members of 
the Bureau of Market corps—Messrs. Hall and Morgan—are active- 
ly interested in the formation and planning of the new company, is 
a guarantee that it is not a mere wildcat scheme such as so many 
farmers are sinking their money in at the request of slick salesmen. 
Myr. Morgan accompanied David Harrell to South America a year 
ago and investigated the South American market for the U. S. 
Government. It was he who suggested that our Government 
change its hands-off policy as regards foreign buyers in our mar- 
kets and put a Bureau man in charge of Uruguay men when they 
come here with their letters of credit to buy pure-breds on our mar- 
kets. Mr. Hall is well known through his long connections with 
the University of Illinois and the Bureau of Markets. Brazil needs 
pure-bred livestock to improve their beef cattle, and those cattle 
must be acclimated and immunized against the fevers there. The 
new company will buy these animals here, ship to their own farms 
in Brazil and pass them through these tests before selling. They 
will take pure-breds in considerable numbers, not being at all 
critical as to fancy pedigrees for the greater part; so that breed- 


- ers with good cattle that are not commanding top prices in sales 


will have an opportunity to sell their best for export. We be- 
lieve these men are doing a good service in organizing this company, 
and we therefore take considerable pleasure in presenting their 
proposition to the Aberdeen-Angus breeders.

youngster has bought animals in the excitement of a sale that he 
did not want, or perhaps he thought he wanted when he should 
have bought something else. Some buyers get what they intend 
buying at one sale to save time. Others, with an eye to the co- 
operaive value of seeking aid for their own sale, buy at all the sales 
from which they hope to receive support when time for their own 
sale arrives. Be sure to get a complete set of catalogs of all the 
sales if ‘you are intending buying. Then, after deciding what you 
are going to need in the way of heifers, mature cows, or bulls, go 
over the catalogs for a line on what you want and check up the 
sales and plan to attend as many as possible where the class and 
breeding you wish are to be sold. If you can’t get an opportunity 
to consult with your Fieldman before the sale, he is almost certain 
to be at the sale to assist you, and you will usually find that while 
he has the interest of both buyer and seller at heart, he will most 
always favor the buyer, especially the beginner, in making choices. 
See the cattle and go over those you planned to bid on carefully to 
check up individuality with pedigree. Possibly, some will fit into 
your herd and its type better than others. At any rate, ‘you will 
learn to buy what ‘you want and only what you need if you plan 
carefully and follow your plans.

JUDGE GOODWIN DIES; 
HEATHERTON BURNS. 


Judge John. S. Goodwin, one of the oidest active breeders of 


Aberdeen-Angus and an importer and exhibitor of earlier days, 
died at the Palmer House, Chicago, March 14. Heatherton, his 
$100,000 home at Naperville, Ill., burned to the ground an hour 
or two after his death, completely destroying this noted home where 
the Aberdeen-Angus herd was kept. 

Judge Goodwin’s death resulted after months of suffering from 
angina pectoris. He lacked two days of being 62 years old. His 
complete collapse followed the International and the last annual 
meeting of the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, 
both events in which he took an active interest, though he rallied 
for a period and got up from what seemed his death bed and was 
apparently much better. 

Mr. Goodwin, with his brother, the late Will R. Goodwin of 
the Breeders’ Gazette, founded a herd in Kansas in 1883, which 
was moved to Illinois five years later, and in 1903 was again moved 
to Naperville for a permanent location. Mr. Goodwin became as- 
sociated with M. A. Judy, the two importing, showing and selling 
together for many years. From 1906 to 1918, the two controlled 
the policies of the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association. 

Mr. Goodwin’s fame as an importer hinges around the bring- 
ing of Blackbird of Corskie 4th, foundation cow of the Fourth 
Branch Blackbirds, to America. He also imported Justice, winner 
of the gold medal at Paris and rated as one of the great bulls on 
both sides of the water in the study of pedigrees. Justice was im- 
ported from Canada, being a champion at the Highland Centennary 
show. The Goodwin-Judy show herds along in the late 90’s were 
right at the top winning sweepstakes prize [continued on page 25

Pic- 
tures of girl winners from India and Minne- 
sota indicate that the day of universal suf- 
frage in the U. S. is not getting here any 
too soon. Every breeder who has a boy or 
girl or neighbor boys and girls who are 
interested in calf clubs should get a few 
copies to hand out and help the cause.

‘alone or in company with a bunch of your neighbors, 
then breed from the best cows and raise the best 
heifers, breeding them back to the same sire and 
thereby greatly increasing the productiveness of your 
herd. Of course it will be even better to buy a few 
registered females also and gradually replace the 
grade heifers and cows with the pure-blooded stock. 


Silo a Business Proposition 


A silo is a necessity on every live stock farm in 
Maine if it is to be worked to the capacity, and that 
is the only way to work a farm or any business. 
Ensilage wil! increase the live stock capacity from 33 
to 100 per cent. on the average Maine farm. 

If the young man dislikes dairying, and the help 
in the house is hard to secure, look up the merits of 
beef production and see if this does not fit the con- 
ditions better. A herd of beef cattle does not have to 
be milked 730 times a year; they take care of them- 
selves on pasture and can run under open shed in 
herds during the winter months, taking very little 
individual attention; in fact, one man, with good 
watering facilities and wel! arranged barn and out- 
buildings, can care for 100 beef animals as easily as 
10 dairy cows during the winter months. 

Suppose that he has pasturage for a goodly num- 
ber of cows and steers, raises the sweet corn previous- 
ly referred to and purchases corn and some concen- 
trates with the sweet corn money, feeds the steers 
that he raised on the place through their first winter 
after weaning, ensilage and a little grain, then feeds 
them corn and concentrates on pasturage during the 
second summer. They are then ready for market and 
are baby beef of the highest quality, coming to market 
during the holidays and bringing the top prices. Now 
does that not sound interesting to the boy? 

The same idea in the dairy herd of the purchace 
of a high c'ass beef breed bull, crossed on the dairy 
cows will work out best again. A few registered fe- 
males will help to advance the boy’s interest and in- 
cidentally the profit, because the call for high grade 
live stock is increasing every day and the neighbors 
and attendants at the country fair will a'ways be 
looking to buy some of the stock, and the satisfaction 
to the boy of possessing better stock and showing it 
at the country fair will do more toward keeping 
che boy’s attention on the farm than a thousand lec- 
tures and talks on economics. 

Another thing: Perhaps our system is wrong. 
Perhaps we ourselves are at fault. Perhaps we are 
driving the young people away from the farm with 
our educational system. 


School System Needs Revision 


Statistics show, I beileve, that 98 per cent. of the 
chi'dren educated in our common schools do not go to 
college. If this is a fact, why should the ground work 
of the 98 per cent. be toward the college they are 
never destined to see, and away from the farm life 
and domestic training that would fit them better for 
the battle of life that is coming to them. 

You, as live stock men, who have herded cattle 
and sheep over the highways and have had more or 
less trouble in getting strange catt'e ‘‘wonted” to 
new quarters and pastures, how would you feel if you 
were going to get them wonted if they were taken 
out to the highways and into different pastures, 
taught to hurdle fences, ete., every day? What luck 
do you think you would have with them after a few 
months of that kind of training? 

Now is this not just what we are doing with our 
boys and girls when we give them the rudimentary 
college course instead of the course in agriculture and 
domestie science? The study of soils is one of the 
most fascinating, either indoor or outdoor, in the 
laboratory or in the fie'd, and there is no reason, «S 
I see it, why it should not be studied in all our com- 
mor schools, and our children taught to look upon 
the science of agriculture as an accomplishment and 
not an excuse or apology. 

Why should not the county agent have weekly 
classes in the study of the wonders of the soi!, a 
small experimental plot for each boy, where the ef-

Angus Beef Record Winners 


But in selecting a beef breed and consulting th 
Chicago records you would find on!y one breed thet 
won uniformly, year in and year out; in fact, in th 
fat carcass class the Angus have only been ec 
once in 18 years, in the fat carload five times in 1" 
years. Some other breed has won first in the steer 
herd only five times in 16 years, and in single steer 
six times out of 19; in other words, the Angus have 
won in the largest and most hotly contested shows in 
the world 56 times while all other breeds and Crosses 
were winning 15 times. 

Now if this had been a fifty-fifty winning, oy ap 
even break with the other breeds, had each won as 
often as the Angus, it wou!'d really be a wonderfyi 
showing, for the Angus are the youngest breed of 
beef cattle in the country, having been here only fifty 
years as against other breeds having more than 5) 
years start of them. Now this was one point that led 
me to choose the “‘Doddies,” as they call them in the 
West. Another one was the head without horns. You 
all recognize the advantage of hornless herds, but you 
know @ dehorned bunch of cattle do not look smooth 
around the heads, and if they do not look smooth at 
the head end they are not smooth. 

Hornless cattle are far better and easier to handle 
avound the stable, they ship better, bring higher 
prices in market because of less scars and hook marks 
on the beef after killing; in fact, there is something 
to be said in favor of horns and a lot to be said 
against them. Then why, all things being equal, 
should we breed horns? 

You will note that the Shorthorns and Herefords 
have classes for the polled varieties of these breeds, 
showing that there is an increased demand for all 
classes without horns, 


Angus Quickest Money-Makers 


Going back to the Chicago winnings, these win- 
ners were not chance shots by skillful feeders. They 
were the supreme test of the hard-headed feeder who 
makes it a business and who is looking for the quick- 
est and surest route to the profit side of a bunch of 
cattle, and if the Angus can win 56 times out of Ti, 
there must be something beside the lack of horns o1 
‘he colov; in facet, it must be bred in them to finish 
out into the best carcasses in the least number of days, 
and that’s the final test of al! beef cattle. 

In the old days of four to five and sometimes six- 


“year-old steers coming to market weighing up to a 


“ton each, quick development did not count so much, 


but now when we ‘seek to market steers and heifers 
at from 15 to 20 minutes of age, we want the kind 
that reach that age with a uniform covering of fat, 
with the meat placed, where it cuts to the best ad- 
vantage, and this is where the Angus shines as his 
uniformly glossy black coat entitles him to shine. 

All the beef breeds are a whole street ahead of 
the scrubs or crosses of the dairy breeds in making 
beef, and no one should attempt to try to grow beef, 
expecting a profit from stock that was intended for 
dairy purposes any more than you would attempt to 
do your spring work on the farm with trotting horses 
in place of draft animals. 

If you are hesitating in making a choice of the 
beef breed, you will not go wrong in selecting either 
the Hereford, Shorthorn or the Angus, and whichever 
you choose, buy the best you can afford, give them the 
best of care and feed and you will always have satis 
faction and pride and profit in your work, if you 
stay with them. Don’t jump in this year and out 
two years from now. Stay with them and keep im- 
proving them and don’t cross or mix them up once 
you get the registered stock started. It’s a long pull, 
but the longer you stay in the easier the pulling.

Bought Elbas of Doonholm 


Just before I left, 1 received a cable 
from our Assistant Secretary F. H. Higgins, 
to buy four Eiba heifers (tor an lowa firm), 
of Mr. Kennedy at Doonholm Castle, Ayr. 
I just had time to spend the last day of my 
stay in Scotland to go and see them. I had 
intended visiting the farm the first day I 
was in Scotland but something turned up. 
So I went there expecting to find some great 
cattle and I was not disappointed. Mr. 
Grant, the manager, who is a brother of the 
Mr. Grant of Ballindalloch, showed me the 
cattle and is one of the finest men I have 
met in a long time. After going over the 
bunch, I selected two of the Elbas for this 
firm and I am sure that if they ever get 
over to this side they will show their mark. 
They are individuals with plenty of size, 
carrying themselves the right way, with a 
lot of character, clean-cut heads, properly 
set on, a fine and clear expression in their 
eyes above a very small and pointed nose 
which cannot we find in this country. I was 
highly impressed with them. 

The place about Doonholm is beautiful 
and Mrs. Kennedy took a great deal of 
rightful pride in taking us about to show 
us the garden that is so neatly kept; the 
tlowers that were just coming into bloom 
at this early date in Seotland. She took 
us down one of her favorite walks toward 
the river Doon and when she came to a cer- 
tain point she said: “I want you to take 
tack to America one of the most beautiful 
scenes that you could sce in all Scotland 
and one that is dear to me.’
